Said H e W a s Dead. 


Gettysburg Nov. 2.—To telephone for 
an undertaker to bury himself, saying that 
he had committed suicide was the unusual 
and uiiique performance of Charles Nei- 
kirk, until a few days ago a resident of 
Arendtsville, in Gettysburg, yesterday af- 
ternoon, Neikirk posed as his own broth- 
er and telephoned that he had killed him- 
self at the Battlefield Hotel. 
It seems 
that Neikirk had been working as hostler 
for Augustus Lerew, at the hotel in Ar- 
endtsville, until a few days ago when 
some trouble caused a breaking off of re- 
lations between the proprietor and liis 
employee. 
He had been drinking heavi- 
ly and came to Gettysburg. 
Yesterday 
afternoon he walked into Wineman's store 
weeping, asked for the use of telephone. 
He called up Klepper's store at Arendts- 
ville. 
Klepper awswering, Neikirk spoke 
as follows: '*Tell undertaker Mark to 
come to Gettysburg for the body of my 
brother, Charles Neikirk. He killed him- 
self at the Battlefield hotel this afternoon. 
He left a note on his body that he want: 
ed Mr, Mark to bury him,"

the Arendtsville store desided that by the 
description given it was Neikirk himself 
that done the telephoning and not his 
brother and the undertaker stayed at 
home.

Gettysburg Nov. 2.—To telephone for 
an undertaker to bury himself, saying that 
he had committed suicide was the unusual 
and unique performance of Charles Nei- 
kirk, until a few days ago a resident of 
Arendtsville, in Gettysburg, yesterday af­ 
ternoon.

TI-IE LOST TRIBES.

Afghanistan is the Switzerland of 


Asia. It is bounded on the southeast 
by India and Baluchistan, on the west 
by Persia a&d on the north by Asiatic 
Russia, while a strip of land, like an 
outheld sword, projects between India 
"cd Russia in the Pamirs and touches 
Chinese Turkestan to the northeast- 
ward. 
Physically it has been de- 


scribed as a star of valleys radiating 
around the great peaks of the Koh-i- 
Baba, and everywhere bounded by 
steep and rugged mountains. 
The 


three largest valleys are those of the 
Ox us, the Helmand and the Kabul 
Rivers, the latter being a main trib- 
utary to the Indus. Throughout its 
whole extent Afghanistan is a rough, 
mountainous country, but is broken 
up by elevated, flat bottom valleys. 
It is due to the recurrence of the ele- 
vated valleys, that these Asiatic High- 
landers are also a nation of horse- 
men, and their cavalry have at times 
played an important part in the rise 
and fall of other kingdoms. Horse 
raising is an important occupation, 
and horses are ose of their most im- 
portant exports. 


The Afghans number somewhere 


between 5,000,000 and 10,000,000, 
and are a peculiar people, claiming 
descent from the lost tribes of Israel, 
calling themselves "Baiii Israel," and 
tracing their lineage back through 
Sulaiman and Daud (Solomon and 
David) to Musa (Moses), and on to 
Izac, Yacoob and Ibrahim. However 
mythological this may be, it is a fact 
that many of them have marked Jew- 
ish features and that ancient Jewish 
names are very common among them. 
Soon after Mohammed proclaimed his 
dcctrinos the Afghans accepted it 
eagerly and started freeb^oting re- 
ligious wars. The present Afghans 
are almost wholly of the Sunni sect of 
Mohammedans and have a more in- 
t3r.se hatred for a Mohammedan of 
the Shias sect than they have for a 
Christian. The Sunnis believe that 
the four companions of Mohammed— 
Baruk, Oman, Osman and All—have 
equal power. The Shias believe that 
the fourth companion—Ali—was his 
only true companion, and that the 
other three had unjustly taken prece- 
dence over Ali. The Afghan war-cry 
is "Ya chahar yar,"' which means 
'The four companions."' 
This sec- 


tarian matter has h^d important in- 
fluences in many ways, and even now 
the Afghans who are Sunnis dislike 
having dealings, commercial or other- 
wise, with the Persians, who are al- 
most wholly of the Shias persuasion. 


The Afghans are, as a rule, tall, 


bearded, fierce-looking, well-set-up 
men, and are brave, hospitable and 
intensely liberty loving. No nation 
has ever been able to hold them long 
in subjection, and, in fact, the late 
Amir—Abdur Rahman—was the first 
of their own rulers who mastered 
them sufficiently to fuse them into 
one centralized nation. The language 
of the Afghans is called Pushto or 
Pashto, and the people as a whole are 
frequently called Pathans. The court 
language is Persian. 


Afghanistan receives a yearly sub- 


sidy of £120,000 from the English, 
and by agreement with them has no 
foreign relations with any tower CT- 
cept the Government of India. In all 
other respects, however, Afghanistan 
is entirely Independent and is a des- 
potic monarchy ruled over by an 
Amir. 
The ruler is known as the 


Amir of Kabul, and until recently 
his power was only nominal, being 
mainly confined to the one province 
of Kabul. 
In 18SO Abdur Rahman 


became Amir, and, being a 
very- 


strong character, subjugated his king- 
dom by force of arms, and for the 
first time in its history Afghanistan 
has become a real united kingdom 
centralized under one man. 


When Abdur Rahman came to the 


throne tlie country was disunited and 
many tribes acknowledged no ruler 
but their own chiefs. Caravans were 
plundered indiscriminately, no man's 
life was safe, and the mullahs and 
religious fanatics proclaimed "holy 
wars'1 at will. Abdur Rahman cur- 
tailed the power of the mullahs, sub- 
dued the rebellious tribes with a 
heavy hand, protected the caravans 
of trade, and made travel safe by 
making every district responsible for 
any disturbance within its bounds 
He built forts, raised a well-equipped 
standing army on the European 
model, and provided laws and fixed 
taxes. 


Though violently opposed by many 


he cautiously began to introduce for- 
eign goods and to establish manufac- 
tories. This policy is being continued 
by his son Habibuliah. The first es- 
tablishments were all for hand manu- 
factures, but small and then larger 
power equipments have been im- 
ported. To-day at Kabul there are a 
few engines and boilers of 100-horse 
power or over, which were trans- 
ported hither over mountain passes 
at great labor by camels, donkeys and 
coolies, and which are now operated 
by Indian and Afghan workmen. With- 
in the last fifteen years many new in- 
dustries have been started in Afghan- 
istan, especially at Kabul. English- 
men and occasionally Russians are 
brought to start the enterprise and 
teach the trade, and as soon as they 
do so are replaced by the natives. 


The first and 
most 
important 


works planned were-those for making 
war materials, guns, rifles, cart- 
ridges, etc. The first rifles were 
made by-hand, but cannon are now 
made by machinery, being cast, bored 
and rifled at Kabul. The Afghans are 
fairly well supplied now with breech- 
loading guns of the most recent Nor- 
denfeldt, Hotchkiss and Krupp pat- 
terns; also Maxim, Gardiner and Gat- 
ling guns, some 
of which they 


boi £l*t, seme were given them by tut 


GoTernmeLt of India, and some w«r« 
made at Kabul. In the military line 
the Afghans now al*o hare machine 
factories for making various standard 
rifles, shells and cartridges, percus- 
sion and time fuses, powder and shot, 
revolvers, swords and lances. 


The Amir also has a few small 


electric light plants and some tele- 
phones. At Peshawar I was informed 
(June, 1907) that an agent of the 
General Electric Company had just 
passed through on his way to Kabul 
to figure on the cost of lighting 
Kabul. There are now over 100,000 
men regularly employed mainly by 
Government in various manufactures 
and in road making. Prior to twenty 
years ago manufacturing and road 
making were alike unknown in Af- 
ghanistan. 


The mass of the people of course 


are still agricultural and pastoral. 
Irrigation is exclusively practised by 
means of short canals from the rivers 
and mountain streams. Some of the 
streams that rise on the Koh-i-Baba, 
and that promise to be large rivers, 
have their waters so diverted for irri- 
gation that they are dried up before 
they get out of the country. 


Afghanistan may some day be oie 


of the world's great mining districts. 
It is known to have mines of rubies, 
topaz, lapis lazuli, marble, and other 
stones; iron, lead, copper, antimony 
and other metallic ores; sulphur, and 
several of the earthy alkaline and 
metallic salts. 
Coal is also found 


and is believed to be extensive near 
the iron mines. The lead, iroa and 
precious stone mines ere 
partly 


worked by the Government with 
modern machinery, but the mining 
of the country is mostly carried on 
by very crude processes, and the bulk 
of the min^-al wealth is as yet not 
touched. According to the few Euro- 
pea- geologists who have had access 
to the country the mineral deposits 
of various kinds are rich and exten- 
sive, and there are to be found both 
gold and silver in paying quantities. 


In regard to railroads, a few of the 


more enlightened sirdars and the lar- 
ger merchants have urged the Amir 
to permit their entrance, bat while 
admitting the value of railroads lie 
has laid down the principle that there 
shall not be a railroad in Afghanistan 
until the Government is rich enough 
to support a standing army large 
enough to guard such lines against 
foreign invasion. There is therefore 
no prospect of railroads in Afghan- 
istan within the nest twenty or thirty 
years unless there is war. India 
now has a railroad line paralleling 
the Afghan frontier and lias pushed 
out two spurs toward Afghanistan. 


On the other side of Afghanistan 


Russia has a railroad line from the 
edge of the Caspian Sea through 
Merv to Kushk, just inside the Af- 
ghan frontier and not far from Herat. 


Afghanistan at present, as com- 


pared with any civilized country, is 
very poor, "but Its mineral wealth, to- 
gether with, the- progressive attitude 
of its present ruler, makes it certain, 
that its wealth, and hence its foreign 
trade, will inevitably increase. Dur- 
ing the last year its trade with India 
alone 
increased 
over 
$6.000,000. 


Amir Habibullah made a tour of 
India during March of the present 
year 
He placed many orders while 


there, and it is believed that his visit 
will greatly stimulate his country's 
foreign trade. 


The Afghans are exceedingly jeal- 


ous of their liberty, and so do not 
welcome white immigrants. 
They 


are also opposed to any change that 
tends to affect their religion, but they 
are otherwise open minded and free 
from the numerous prejudices, cus- 
toms and caste systems that prevent 
Indian progress. They do not hesi- 
tate to adopt foreign clothes, cus- 
toms, machinery and inventions zJ 
found to be to their interests.

Afghanistan is the Switzerland of 
Asia. It is bounded on the southeast 
by India and Baluchistan, on the west 
by Persia and on the north by Asiatic 
Russia, while a strip of land, like an 
outheld sword»projects between India 
Rnd Russia in the Pamirs and touches 
Chinese Turkestan to the northeast- 
ward. 
Physically it has been de- 
scribed as a star of valleys radiating 
around the great peaks of the Koh-1- 
Baba, and everywhere bounded by 
steep and rugged mountains. 
The 
three largest valleys are those of the 
Oxus, the Helmand and the Kabul 
Rivers, the latter being a main trib- 
utary to the Indus. 
Throughout Its 
whole extent Afghanistan is a rough, 
mountainous country, but Is broken 
up by elevated, flat bottom valleys. 
It Is due to the recurrence of the ele- 
vated valleyg that these Asiatic High- 
landers are also a nation of horse- 
men, and their cavalry have at times 
played an important part in the rise 
and fall of other kingdoms. 
Horse 
raising is an important occupation, 
and horses are one of their most Im- 
portant exports. 


The Afghans number somewhere 
between 5,000,000 and 10,000,000, 
and are a peculiar people, claiming 
descent from the lost tribes of Israel, 
calling themselves "Bani Israel," and 
tracing their lineage back through 
Sulalnmn and Daud (Solomon and 
David) to Musa (Moses), and on to 
Izac, Yacoob and Ibrahim. 
However 
mythological this may be, it Is a fact 
that many of them have marked Jew- 
ish features and that ancient Jewish 
names are very common among them. 
Soon after Mohammed proclaimed his 
doctrinos the Afghans accepted 
it 
eagerly and started freebi^oting re- 
ligious wars. 
The present Afghans 
are almost wholly of the Sunni sect of 
Mohammedans and have a more in- 
tense hatred for a Mohammedan of 
the Shias sect than they have for a 
Christian. 
The Sunnis believe that 
the four companions of Mohammed

The Shias believe that 
the fourth companion—All—was his 
only true companion, and that the 
other three had unjustly taken prece- 
dence over Alt. 
The Afghan war-cry 
is "Ya chahar yar," which 
means 
"The four companions." 
This sec- 
tarian matter has hi^d important in- 
fluences in many ways, and even now 
the Afghans who are Sunnis dislike 
having dealings» commercial or other- 
wise, with the Persians, who are al- 
most wholly of the Shias persuasion. 


The Afghans are, as a rule, tall, 
bearded, 
fierce-looking, 
well-set-up 
men, and are brave, hospitable and 
intensely liberty loving. 
No nation 
has .ever been able to hold them long 
in subjection, and, in fact, the late 
Amir—Abdur Rahman—was the first 
of their own rulers who mastered 
them sufficiently to fuse them into 
one centralized nation. 
The language 
of the Afghans is called Pushto or 
Pashto, and the people as a whole are 
frequently called Pathans. 
The court 
language is Persian. 


Afghanistan receives a yearly sub- 
sidy of £120,000 from the English, 
and by agreement with them has no 
foreign relations with any lower ex- 
cept the Government of India. 
In all 
other respects, however, Afghanistan 
is entirely independent and Is a des- 
potic monarchy ruled 
over by an 
Amir.' The ruler is known as the 
Amir of Kabul, and until recently 
his power was only nominal, being 
mainly confined to the one province 
of Kabul. 
In 1880 Abdur Rahman 
became 
Amir, and, being 
a 
very 
strong character, subjugated his king- 
dom by force of arms, and for the 
first time in its history Afghanistan 
has become a real united kingdom 
centralized under one man. 


When Abdur Rahman came to the 
throne the country was disunited and 
many tribes acknowledged no ruler 
but their own chiefs. 
Caravans were 
plundered indiscriminately, no man's 
life w^as safe, and the mullahs and 
religious fanatics proclaimed 
"holy 
wars" at will. 
Abdur Rahman cur- 
tailed the power of the mullahs, sub- 
dued the 
rebellious ^ tribes 
with a 
heavy hand, protected the caravans 
of trade, and made travel safe by 
making every district responsible for 
any disturbance within Its bounds 
He built forts, raised a well-equipped 
standing 
army 
on 
the 
European 
model, and provided laws and fixed 
taxes. 


Though violently opposed by many 
he cautiously began to introduce for- 
eign goods and to establish manufac- 
tories. This policy is being continued 
by his son Habibullah. 
The first es- 
tablishments were all for hand manu- 
factures, but small and then larger 
power 
equipments 
have 
been 
im- 
ported. 
To-day at Kabul there are a 
few engines and boilers of 100-horse 
power or over, which were trans- 
ported hither over mountain passes 
at great labor by camels, donkeys and 
coolies, and which are now operated 
by Indian and Afghan workmen. With- 
in the last fifteen years many new in- 
dustries have been started In Afghan- 
istan, especially at Kabul. 
English- 
men and occasionally Russians are 
brought to start the enterprise and 
teach the trade, and as soon as they 
do so are replaced by the iiatives. 


The 
first 
and 
most 
important 
works planned were'those for making 
war 
materials, 
guns, 
rifles, 
cart- 
ridges, 
etc. 
The 
first 
rifles 
were 
made by hand, but cannon are now 
made by machinery, being cast, bored 
and rifled at Kabul. 
The Afghans ar« 
fairly well supplied now with breech- 
loading guns of the mo^t recent Nor- 
denfeldt, Hotchklss and Krupp pat- 
terns; also Maxim, Gardiner and Gat- 
ling 
guns, 
some 
of 
which 
they 
bought, som« were giyen them by th« 


GovernmeLt oi India, and some were 
made at Kabul. 
In the military line 
the Afghans now also have machine 
factories for making various standard 
rifles, shells and cartridges, percus- 
sion and time fuses, powder and shot, 
revolvers, swords and lances. 


The Amir also has a few small 
electric light plants and some tele- 
phones. At Peshawar I was informed 
(June, 1907) that an agent of tho 
General Electric Company had Just 
passed through on his way to Kabul 
to 
figure 
on the cost of 
lighting 
Kabul. 
There are how over 100,000 
men regularly employed mainly by 
Government in various manufactures 
and in road making. Prior to twenty 
years ago manufacturing and road 
making were alike unknown In Af- 
ghanistan. 


The mass of the people of course 
are still agricultural and 
pastoral. 
Irrigation Is exclusively practised by 
means of short canals from the rivers 
and mountain streams. 
Some of the 
streams that rise on the Koh-l-Baba, 
and that promise to be large rivers, 
have their waters so diverted for irri- 
gation that they are dried up before 
they get out of the country. 


Afghanistan may some day be one 
of the world's great mining districts. 
It Is known to have mines of rvibies, 
topaz, lapis lazuli, marble, and other 
stones; iron, lead, copper, antimony 
and other metallic ores; sulphur, and 
several of the earthy alkaline and 
metallic salts. 
Coal is also found 
and is believed to be extensive near 
the iron mines. 
The lead, iron and 
precious 
stone 
mines 
are 
partly 
worked 
by 
the 
Government 
with 
modern machinery, but the mining 
of the country is mostly carried on 
by very crude processes, and the bulk 
of the mino-al wealth is as yet not 
touched. According to the few Euro- 
pea^ geologists who have had access 
to the country the mineral deposits 
of various kinds are rich and exten- 
sive, and there are to be found both 
gold and silver in paying quantities. 


In regard to railroads, a few of the 
more enlightened sirdars and the lar- 
ger merchants have urged the Amir 
to permit their entrance, but while 
admitting the value of railroads he 
has laid down the principle that there 
shall not be a railroad in Afghanistan 
until the Government is rich enough 
to support a standing army large 
enough to guard such lines against 
foreign Invasion. 
There is therefore 
no prospect of railroads in Afghan- 
Ist-an within the ne»t twenty or thirty 
years unless there is war. 
India 
now has a railroad line paralleling 
the Afghan frontier and has pushed 
out two spurs toward Afghanistan. 


On the other side of Afghanistan 
Russia has a railroad line from the 
edge of the Caspian Sea 
through 
Men to Kushk,' just insid-3 the Af- 
ghan frontier and not far from Herat. 


Afghanistan at present, as com- 
pared with any civilized country, is 
very poor,'but its mineral wealth, to- 
gether with the- progressive attitude 
of its present ruler, makes it certain 
that its wealth, and hence its foreign 
trade, will inevitably increase. 
Dur- 
ing .the last year its trade with India 
alone 
increased 
over 
$6,000,000. 
Amir Habibullah 
made a tour of 
India during March of the- present 
year 
He placed many orders while 
there, and it is believed that his visit 
will greatly stimulate his country*s 
foreign trade. 


The Afghans are exceedingly Jeal- 
ous of their liberty, and so do not 
welcome 
white 
immigrants. 
They 
are also opposed to any change that 
tends to affect their religion, but they 
are otherwise open minded and free 
from the numerous prejudices, cus- 
toms and caste systems that prevent 
Indian progress. 
They do not hesi- 
tate to adopt foreign clothes, cus- 
toms, machinery and inventions il 
found to be to their Interests.

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LINCOLN'S ASSASSINATION, 
Now that I-have told the story of 
my three months' association 
with 
Abraham 
Lincoln, 
there 
are 
two 
things of which I feel that I must 
speak. 
The first question relates to 
the circumstances of the assassination 
of President Lincoln. 
It has never 
been made public before, 


I hifvO often wondered why the neg- 
ligence of the guard who accompanied 
the President to ithe theatre on the 
night of the 14th has never been di- 
vulged. 
So far as I know it was nev- 
er even investigated by the police de- 
partment. 
Yet, had he done his duty, 
I believe President Lincoln might not 
have been murdered by Booth. 
The 
man was John Parker. 
He was a na- 
tive of the District, and had volun- 
teered. as I believe each of the other 
guards had done, in response to the 
President's first call for troops from 
the District. 
He is dead now and, as 
far as I have been able to discover, all 
of his family. 
So it is no unkindness 
to speak of the costly niistake he 
made. 


It was the custom for the guard 
who accompanied the President 
to 
the theatre to remain in the little pas- 
sageway outside the box—that pas- 
sageway through which 
Booth 
en- 
tered. 
Mr, Buckingham, who was the 
doorkeeper at Ford's Theatre, remem- 
bers that a chair was placed there for 
the guard on the evening of the 14lh. 
Whether Parker occupied it at all I 
do not know—Mr. Buckingham is of 
the impression that ho did. 
If he did 
he left it almost immediately, for he 
confessed to rne the next day that he 
went to a seat at the front of the first 
gallery so that he could see the play. 
The door of the Presidentas box was 
shut; 
probably l\Ir. 
Lincoln 
never 
knew that th^e guard had left his post. 


Mr. Buckingham tells that Booth 
was in and out of the house five times 
before he finally shot the President. 
Each time he looked about the thea- 
tre in a restless, eicited manner, 
1 
think there can be no doubt that he 
was studying the scene of his intend- 
ed crime, and that he observed that 
Parker, whom he must 
have 
been 
watching, was not at his post. 
To me 
It is very probable that the fact that 
there was no one on guard may have 
determined 
the 
time of his attack. 
Booth had found It necessary to stim- 
ulate himself with whisky in order to 
reach the proper pitch of fanaticism. 
Had he found a man at the door of 
the President's box armed 
with 
a 
Colt's revolver, his alcohol 
courage 
might have evaporated. 


However that may be, Parker's ab- 
sence had much to do with the suc- 
cess of Booth's purpose. 
The assas- 
sin was armed with a dagger and a 
pistol. 
The story used to be that the 
dagger 
was 
intended 
for 
General 
Grant when the President had been 
despatched. 
That is absurd. 
While 
It had been announced that General 
and Mrs. Grant would be in the box, 
Booth, during one^of his five visits of 
inspection, had certainly had an op- 
portunity to observe that the General 
was absent. 
The dagger, which was 
noiseless, was intended for any one 
who might intercept him before he 
could 
fire. 
The pistol, which 
was 
noisy and would arouse pursuit, was 
for the President, 
As it happened, 
Bince the attack was a .complete sur- 
prise, Major Rathbone, who, the Pres- 
ident having been shot, attempted to 
prevent Booth's escape, received the 
dagger in his arm. 


Had Parker been at his post at the 
back of the box—Booth still being de- 
termined to make the attempt that 
night—he would have been stabbed, 
probably killed. 
The noise 
of 
the 
struggle—Parker could surely have 
managetl to makeábmeoutcry—would 
have given the alarm. 
Major Rath- 
bone was a brave man, and the Presi- 
dent was a brave man and of enor- 
mous muscular strength. 
It would 
have been an easy thing for the two 
men 
to have disarmed Booth, who 
was 
not 
a 
man of great physical 
strength. 
It was the suddenness of 
his attack on the President that made 
It so devilishly successful. 
It makes 
me feel rather bitter when I remem- 
ber that the President had said, just 
a few hours before, that he knew he 
could trust all his guards. 
And then 
to think that in that one moment of 
test one of us should have utterly 
failed him! 
Parker knew that he had 
failed in duty. 
He looked like a con- 
victed criminal the next day. 
He was 
never the same man 
afterward.—

SNAKES FIGHT HLM IN MID-AIR. 


Swinging on a rope seventy-five 
feet below the top of a cliff and fifty 
feet above the bottom of a quarry at 
the County Workhouse» twelve miles 
from Trenton, N, J., John Hutchin- 
son, a blaster, was attacked by three 
rattlesnakes in the face of the jagged 
rock. 
The largest of the snakes, more 
than four feet long, coiled around tho 
rope above Hutchinson's, head, and 
after it had" made several menacing 
moves 
Hutchinson 
succeeded 
in 
knocking it from the rope by repeated 
blows 
of 
a 
hammer. 
The 
other 
snakes drove their fangs without ef- 
fect against the blaster's 
topboots. 
and remained in possession of a nar- 
row shelf of rock. 
Huchinson's fight 
was witnessed by all tho Work House 
prisoners and the small gang of work- 
men employed in the quarry, and so 
unnerved were all by the sight of his 
peril that work was suspended for 
the day. 


Hutchinson is an expert 
blaster, 
and had been sent down on the rope 
to place a charge of dynamite. 
He 
had drilled a hole for the explosive, 
and was about to put a stick of the 
dynamite into it when he heard an 
angry rattle close above his head. 
Glancing upward, he was horriHed to 
see a snake colled around the rope, 
which was only a few inches from the 
cliff. 
The snake began to descend 
slowly, with his head nearest Hutch- 
inson. 
Most of its body, however, 
was wrapped around the rope, and 
Hutchinson was successful in reach- 
ing it with the hammer. 


After he had hit it several blows on 
the head he saw its colls were relax- 
ing, and, placing one foot against a 
piece of projecting rock, he shook the 
rope and the rattler dropped fifty feet 
to the bottom of the quarry.

a few weeks ago in very bad shape—sore 
and bruised and in a terrible condition. 
Dr. Russell was notified anu went to see 
the animal and later caused the arrest 
of the men. 
At the hearing defense of 
defendants was that the wounds were 
self inflicted and the Justice agreed that 
if the defense could give a plausable 
reason for each wound he would dismiss 
the case, as it appears no one saw the 
act. 
They explained some of the hurts 
of the poor animal, but the five or six 
cuts from 3 to 4 inches long, cut to the 
flesh, and the cut under the lower jaw, 
supposed to have been done with a wire 
or twine in loading the colt, was not ex- 
plained but denied that such cuts exist- 
ed.

*t‘'Yes,” replied Bonhomme, in an­ 
swer to my query, “we had thievery 
to contend with often in the fur traffic 
and sometimes lost furs or freighted 
goods to considerable value. 


“The boldest attempt at stealing 
known to all my trading experience 
was the scheme of running off with 
the entire cargo of a steamer. 
This 
was made by the captain and crew of 
the boat Flying Duck, and came with­ 
in an ace o{ success. 


“The Duck was the first to reach 
our post that spring. 
We noted that 
she had a new captain and pilot, but 
thought nothing of this incident of 
change, which was not infrequent.

THE LOST TRIBES. 


Social Agent W. A, G. CLARK, !n the United States Consular Reports, 


Afghanistan is the Switzerland of 
Asia. It is bounded on the southeast 
by India and Baluchistan, on the west 
by Persia and on the north by Asiatic 
Russia, while a strip of land, like an 
outheld sword,projects between India 
and Russia in the Pamirs and touches 
Chinese Turkestan to the northeast­ 
ward. 
Physically it has been de­ 
scribed as a star of valleys radiating 
around the great peaks of the Koh-i- 
Baba, and everywhere bounded by 
steep and rugged mountains. 
The 
three largest valleys are those of the 
Oxus, the Helmand and the Kabul 
Rivers, the latter being a main trib­ 
utary to the Indus. 
Throughout its 
whole extent Afghanistan is a rough, 
mountainous country, but is broken 
up by elevatecl, flat bottom valleys. 
It is due to the recurrence of the ele­ 
vated valleys that these Asiatic High­ 
landers are also a nation of horse­ 
men, and their cavalry have at times 
played an important part in the rise 
and fall of other kingdoms. 
Horse 
raising is an Important occupation, 
and horses are one of their most im­ 
portant exports. 


The Afghans number somewhere 
between 5,000,000 and 10,000,000, 
and are a peculiar people, claiming 
descent from the lost tribes of Israel, 
calling themselves “Bani Israel,” and 
tracing their lineage back through 
Sulaimfin and Daud (Solomon and 
David) to Musa (Moses), and on to 
Izac, Yacoob and Ibrahim. 
However 
mythological this may be, it is a fact 
that many of them have marked Jew­ 
ish features and that ancient Jewish 
names are very common among them. 
Soon after Mohammed proclaimed his 
doctrinos the Afghans accepted it 
eagerly and started freeb^oting re­ 
ligious wars. 
The present Afghans 
are almost wholly of the Sunni sect of 
Mohammedans and have a more in­ 
tense hatred for a Mohammedan of 
the Shias sect than they have for a 
Christian. 
The Sunnis believe that 
the four companions of Mohammed— 
Baruk, Oman, Osman and All—-have 
equal power. 
The Shias believe that 
the fourth companion— All— was his 
only true companion, and that the 
other three had unjustly taken prece­ 
dence over Ali. 
The Afghan war-cry 
is “Ya chahar yar,” which means 
“The four companions.” 
This sec­ 
tarian matter has h^d important in­ 
fluences in many ways, and even now 
the Afghans who are Sunnis dislike 
having dealings, commercial or other­ 
wise, with the Persians, who are al­ 
most wholly of the Shias persuasion. 


The Afghans are, as a rule, tall, 
bearded, 
fierce-looking, 
well-set-up 
men, and are brave, hospitable and 
Intensely liberty loving. 
No nation 
has .ever been able to hold them long 
in subjection, and, in fact, the late 
Amir— Abdur Rahman— was the first 
of their own rulers who mastered 
them sufficiently to fuse them into 
one centralized nation. The language 
of the Afghans is called Pushto or 
Pashto, and the people as a whole are 
frequently called Pathans. The court 
language is Persian. 


Afghanistan receives a yearly sub­ 
sidy of £120,000 from the English, 
and by agreement with them has no 
foreign relations with any low er ex­ 
cept the Government of India. In all 
other respects, however, Afghanistan 
is entirely independent and is a des­ 
potic monarchy ruled over by an 
Amir.* The ruler is known as the 
Amir of Kabul, and until recently 
his power was only nominal, being 
mainly confined to the one province 
of Kabul. 
In 1880 Abdur Rahman 
became 
Amir, and, being 
a 
very 
strong character, subjugated his king­ 
dom by force of arms, and for the 
first time in its history Afghanistan 
has become a real united kingdom 
centralized under one man. 


When Abdur Rahman came to the 
throne the country was disunited and 
many tribes acknowledged no ruler 
but their own chiefs. 
Caravans were 
plundered indiscriminately, no man’s 
life was safe, and the mullahs and 
religious fanatics proclaimed “holy 
wars” at will. 
Abdur Rahman cur­ 
tailed the power of the mullahs, sub­ 
dued the rebellious ~ tribes with a 
heavy hand, protected the caravans 
of trade, and made travel safe by 
making every district responsible for 
any disturbance within its bounds 
He built forts, raised a well-equipped 
standing 
army 
on 
the 
European 
model, and provided laws and fixed 
taxes. 


Though violently opposed by many 
he cautiously began to introduce for­ 
eign goods and to establish manufac­ 
tories. This policy is being continued 
by his son Habibullah. 
The first es­ 
tablishments were all for hand manu­ 
factures, but small and then larger 
power equipments have been im­ 
ported. To-day at Kabul there are a 
few engines and boilers of 100-horse 
power or over, which were trans­ 
ported hither over mountain passes 
at great labor by camels, donkeys and 
coolies, and which are now operated 
by Indian and Afghan workmen. With­ 
in the last fifteen years many new in­ 
dustries have been started in Afghan­ 
istan, especially at Kabul, 
English­ 
men and occasionally Russians are 
brought to start the enterprise and 
teach the trade, and as soon as they 
do so are replaced by the natives. 


The 
first 
and 
most 
important 
works planned were*those for making 
war materials, 
guns, 
rifles, 
cart­ 
ridges, 
etc. 
The first rifles were 
made by hand, but cannon are now 
made by machinery, being cast, bored 
and rifled at Kabul. The Afghans ar« 
fairly well supplied now with breech- 
loading guns of the most recent JNor- 
denfeldt, Hotchkiss and Krupp pat­ 
terns; also Maxim, Gardiner and Gat­ 
ling 
guns, 
some 
of 
which

Government oi India, and some were 
made at Kabul. 
In the military line 
the Afghans now also have machine 
factories for making various standard 
rifles, shells and cartridges, percus­ 
sion and time fuses, powder and shot, 
revolvers, swords and lances. 


The Amir also has a few small 
electric light plants and some tele­ 
phones. At Peshawar I was informed 
(June, 1907) that an agent of the 
General Electric Company had just 
passed through on his way to Kabul 
to figure on the cost of lighting 
Kabul. 
There are how over 100,000 
men regularly employed mainly by 
Government in various manufactures 
and In road making. Prior to twenty 
years ago manufacturing and road 
making were alike unknown in Af­ 
ghanistan. 


The mass of the people of course 
are still agricultural and pastoral. 
Irrigation is exclusively practised by 
means of short canals from the rivers 
and mountain streams. 
Some of the 
streams that rise on the Koh-i-Baba, 
and that promise to be large rivers, 
have their waters so diverted for irri­ 
gation that they are dried up before 
they get out of the country. 


Afghanistan may some day be one 
of the world’s great mining districts. 
It is known to have mines of rubies, 
topaz, lapis lazuli, marble, and other 
stones; iron, lead, copper, antimony 
and other metallic ores; sulphur, and 
several of the earthy alkaline and 
metallic salts. 
Coal is also found 
and is believed to be extensive near 
the iron mines. 
The lead, iron and 
precious 
stone 
mines 
are 
partly 
worked by the 
Government with 
modern machinery, but the mining 
of the country is mostly carried on 
by very crude processes, and the bulk 
of the mino^al wealth is as yet not 
touched. According to the few Euro­ 
pean geologists who have had access 
to the country the mineral deposits 
of various kinds are rich and exten­ 
sive, and there are to be found both 
gold and silver in paying quantities. 


In regard to railroads, a few of the 
more enlightened sirdars and the lar­ 
ger merchants have urged the Amir 
to permit their entrance, but wrhile 
admitting the value of railroads he 
has laid down the principle that there 
shall not be a railroad in Afghanistan 
until the Government is rich enough 
to support a standing army large 
enough to guard such lines against 
foreign Invasion. 
There is therefore 
no prospect of railroads in Afghan­ 
istan within the nest twenty or thirty 
years unless there is war. 
India 
now has a railroad line paralleling 
the Afghan frontier and has pushed 
out two spurs toward Afghanistan. 


On the other side of Afghanistan 
Russia has a railroad line from the 
edge of the Caspian Sea through 
Men to Kushk,' just inside the Af­ 
ghan frontier and not far from Herat. 


Afghanistan at present, as com­ 
pared with any civilized country, is 
very poor,'but its mineral wealth, to­ 
gether with the* progressive attitude 
of its present ruler, makes it certain 
that its wealth, and hence its foreign 
trade, will inevitably increase. 
Dur­ 
ing .the last year its trade with India 
alone 
increased 
over 
$6,000,000. 
Amir Habibullah made a tour of 
India during March of the* present 
year 
He placed many orders while 
there, and it is believed that his visit 
will greatly stimulate his country’s 
foreign trade. 


The Afghans are exceedingly jeal­ 
ous of their liberty, and so do not 
welcome 
white 
Immigrants. 
They 
are also opposed to any change that 
tends to affect their religion, but they 
are otherwise open minded and free 
from the numerous prejudices, cus­ 
toms and caste systems that prevent 
Indian progress. 
They do not hesi­ 
tate to adopt foreign clothes, cus­ 
toms, machinery and inventions n’ 
found to be to their interests.

It is worth noting, too, 
th at the dogs selected as pioneers in 
this work are Scottish collies.

LINCOLN’S ASSASSINATION. 
Now that I ’have told the story of 
my three months* association with 
Abraham 
Lincoln, 
there 
are 
two 
things of which I feel that I must 
speak. 
The first question relates to 
the circumstances of the assassination 
of President Lincoln. 
It has never 
been made public before, 


I hifvO often wondered why the neg­ 
ligence of the guard who accompanied 
the President to «the theatre on the 
night of the 14th has never been di­ 
vulged. 
So far as I know it was nev­ 
er even investigated by the police de­ 
partment. 
Yet, had he done his duty, 
I believe President Lincoln might not 
have been murdered by Booth. 
The 
man was John Parker. He was a na­ 
tive of the District, and had volun­ 
teered. as I believe each of the other 
guards had done, in response to the 
President’s first call for troops from 
the District. 
He is dead now and, as 
far as I have been able to discover, all 
of his family. 
So it is no unkind ness 
to speak of the costly mistake he 
made. 


It was the custom for the guard 
who accompanied the President to 
the theatre to remain in the little pas­ 
sageway outside the box— that pas­ 
sageway through which Booth en­ 
tered. Mr. Buckingham, who was the 
doorkeeper at Ford’s Theatre, remem­ 
bers that a chair was placed there for 
the guard on the evening of the 14th. 
Whether Parker occupied it at all I 
do not know— Mr. Buckingham is of 
the impression that he did. 
If he did 
he left it almost immediately, for he 
confessed to me the next day that he 
went to a seat at the front of the first 
gallery so that he could see the play. 
The door of the President’s box was 
shut; probably Mr. 
Lincoln 
never 
knew that the guard had left his post. 


Mr. Buckingham tells that Booth 
was in and out of the house five times 
before he finally shot the President. 
Each time he looked about the thea­ 
tre in a restless, eicited manner. 
I 
think there can be no doubt that he 
was studying the scene of his intend­ 
ed crime, and that he observed that 
Parker, whom he must have been 
watching, was not at his post. 
To me 
it is very probable that the fact that 
there was no one on guard may have 
determined the time of his attack. 
Booth had found It necessary to stim­ 
ulate himself with whisky in order to 
reach the proper pitch of fanaticism. 
Had he found a man at the door of 
the President’s box armed 
with a 
Colt’s revolver, his alcohol courage 
might have evaporated. 


However that may be, P arker’s ab­ 
sence had much to do with the suc­ 
cess of Booth’s purpose. 
The assas­ 
sin was armed with a dagger and a 
pistol. 
The story used to be that the 
dagger was intended 
for General 
Grant when the President had been 
despatched. 
That is absurd. 
While 
it had been announced that General 
and Mrs. Grant would be in the box, 
Booth, during one .of his five visits of 
inspection, had certainly had an op­ 
portunity to observe that the General 
was absent. 
The dagger, which was 
noiseless, was intended for any one 
who might intercept him before he 
could fire. 
The pistol, which was 
noisy and would arouse pursuit, was 
for the President. 
As it happened, 
since the attack was a .complete sur­ 
prise, Major Rathbone, who, the Pres­ 
ident having been shot, attempted to 
prevent Booth’s escape, received the 
dagger in his arm. 


Had Parker been at his post at the 
back of the box— Booth still being de­ 
termined to make the attempt that 
night— he would have been stabbed, 
probably killed. 
The noise of the 
struggle— Parker could surely have 
managed to make gome outcry— would 
have given the alarm. 
Major Rath­ 
bone was a brave man, and the Presi­ 
dent was a brave man and of enor­ 
mous muscular strength. 
It would 
have been an easy thing for the two 
men to have disarmed Booth, who 
was not a 
man of great physical 
strength, 
It was the suddenness of 
his attack on the President that made 
It so devilishly successful. 
It makes 
me feel rather bitter when I remem­ 
ber that the President had said, just 
a few hours before, that he knew he 
could trust all his guards. 
And then 
to think that in that one moment of 
test one of us should have utterly 
failed him! 
Parker knew that he had 
failed in duty, 
He looked like a con­ 
victed criminal the next day. 
He was 
never the same man afterward.— 
Wm. H. Crook, in H arper’s.

At each blind flash that accompan­ 
ies the movement of the key a noise 
like the report of a ri fie is heard. 
It 
is an awe-inspiring spectacle, the in­ 
ventor calmly standing there pressing 
the key amid the lightning and the 
thunder. 
The operator is obliged to 
stufe his ears with wool. 
It appears, 
however, that recently Marconia has 
found means of doing away with the 
noise almost completely.— La Revue. 


SNAKES FIGHT HIM IN MID-AIR. 


Swinging on a rope seventy-five 
feet below the top of a cliff and fifty 
feet above the bottom of a quarry at 
the County Workhouse, twelve miles 
from Trenton, N. J., John Hutchin- 
sou, a blaster, was attacked by three 
rattlesnakes in the face of the jagged 
rock. The largest of the snakes, more 
than four feet long, coiled around the 
rope above Hutchinson’s, head, and 
after it had* made several menacing 
moves 
Hutchinson 
succeeded 
in 
knocking it from the rope by repeated 
blows of a hammer. 
The other 
snakes drove their fangs without ef­ 
fect against the blaster’s topboots. 
and remained in possession of a nar­ 
row shelf of rock. 
Huchinson’s fight 
was witnessed by all the Work House 
prisoners and the small gang of work­ 
men employed in the quarry, and so 
unnerved were all by the sight of his 
peril that work was suspended for 
the day. 


Hutchinson is an expert blaster, 
and had been sent down on the rope 
to place a charge of dynamite. 
He 
! had drilled a hole for the explosive, 
and was about to put a stick of the 
dynamite into it when he heard an 
angry rattle close above his head. 
Glancing upward, he was horrified to 
see a snake , coiled around the rope, 
which was only a few inches from the 
cliff. 
The snake began to descend 
slowly, with his head nearest Hutch­ 
inson. 
Most of its body, however, 
was wrapped around the rope, and 
Hutchinson was successful in reach­ 
ing it with the hammer. 


After he had hit it several blows on 
the head he saw its coils were relax­ 
ing, and, placing one foot against a 
¡piece of projecting rock, he shook the 
rope and the rattler dropped fifty feet 
to the bottom of the quarry. 
As the 
man was swinging clear again the 
other two rattlers, which he had not 
seen till then, struck fiercely at his 
legs. 
His boots protected him, and 
with one hand he swung himself 
clear of danger, and shouted for the 
workmen on top to lower him with­ 
out delay. * 


The big rattler was killed by its 
fall. 
It had ten rattles, which were 
taken by Hutchinson as souvenirs of 
the encounter.

Preventing Dusty Roads. 


Consul T. H. Norton, writing from 
Chemnitz, says that a Saxon firm ha» 
introduced a new road-binding com­ 
position called 
"Apokonin,” 
which 
has been tried on the macadamized 
streets with much success. 
It is a 
mixture of the heavier residual olla 
obtained in tho distillation of 
coal 
tar with high boiling hydrocarbon«. 
The method of mixing apparently in­ 
volves a certain degree of chemical 
combination, in 
which 
phenol 
and 
similar constituents play a role. The 
manufactured 
material 
is prepared 
for use by heating in iron caldrons, 
identical with those used for asphalt, 
to temperatures ranging from 212 do- 
grees to 248 degrees F. 
It is then 
sprayed evenly over the surface of a 
roadway with a special form of ap­ 
paratus, and under such big pressuro 
that the fluid mass penetrates to a 
certain distance into the upper layer 
of dust or dirt. 
The result is the 
formation of a compact lustrous black 
coating, which meets the demands of 
heavy traffic and is not disintegrated 
into dust particles. 
There is a total 
absence of odor after 
the 
applies 
tion. 


Victims of Opium.

Preventing Dusty Roads. 


Consul T. H. Norton, writing from 


Chemnitz, says, that a. Saxon firm has 
Introduced a new road-binding com- 
position called 
"Apokonin," which 


has been tried on the macadamized 
streets with much success. 
It is a 


mixture of the heavier residual oils 
obtained in the distillation of coal 
tar with high boiling hydrocarbons. 
The method of mixing apparently in- 
Tolves a certain degree of chemical 
combination, in which phenol 
and 


similar constituents play a role. The 
manufactured 
material is prepared 


for use by heating in iron caldrons, 
Identical with those used for asphalt, 
to temperatures ranging from 212 de- 
grees to 248 degrees F. It is then 
sprayed erenly over the surface of a 
roadway with a special form of ap- 
paratus, and under such big pressure 
that the fluid mass penetrates to a 
certain distance into the upper layer 
of dust or dirt. The result is the 
formation of a compact lustrous black 
coating, which meets the demands of 
heavy traffic and is not disintegrated 
into dust particles. There is a total 
absence of odor after 
the 
applica- 


tion.

Preventing Dusty Roads. 


Consul T, H. Norton, writing from 
Chemnitz, say^ that a Saxon firm has 
Introduced a new road-binding com- 
position called 
"Apokonln," 
which 
has been tried on the macadamized 
streets with much success. 
It is a 
mixture of the heavier residual oils 
obtained In the distillation of coal 
tar with high boiling hydrocarbons. 
The method of mixing apparently In- 
TOlves a certain degree of chemical 
combination. In which 
phenol and 
similar constituents play a role. The 
manufactured 
material is prepared 
for use by heating In Iron caldrons, 
Identical with those used for asphalt, 
to temperatures ranging from 212 de- 
grees to 248 degrees F. It is then 
sprayed evenly over the surface of a 
roadway with a special form of ap- 
paratus, and under such big pressure 
that the fluid mass penetrates to a 
certain distance into the upper layer 
of dust or dirt. 
The result is the 
formation of a compact lustrous black 
coating, which meets the demands of 
heavy traffic and is not disintegrated 
Into dust particles. 
There is a total 
absence of odor after the applica- 
tion. 


Military Training In Sohoota. 


^iilltary training for boys in our 
public schools should interest not only 
otir foremost educators, but all who 
have the welfare of the Republic at 
heart. 
The standing army of the 
United States is so vastly dispropor- 
tionate to its size, its population and 
ltd importance as a world power that 
the nation's chief reliance in time of 
war must ever be Its volunteer sol- 
diery. 
That the schoolboy of to-day 
is the volunteer of to-morrow was 
amply demonstrated during the War 
with Spain, when splendid 
service 
was rendered both as officers and In 
the ranks, by men who had received 
a knowledge of soldiering at some of 
the 
many 
educational 
institutions, 
public and 
private, 
which 
Include 
military training in their curriculum. 


In these days military 
operations 
are conducted with such celerity that 
there Is scarce time to whip an army 
of raw recruits into shape to with- 
stand the trained and seasoned tmops 
of, say, an old world power. How 
much better fitted to uphold the hon- 
or of the flag is the man who has had 
at least a partial military 
training 
than he who comes fresh from the 
farm or from civil life without such

And 
that this training should be begun 
when the mind is In its most recept- 
ive stage, as It Is In youth, seems In- 
controvertible.—Fred Gilbert Blakes- 
lee in October Lippincott's.

King Chulalongkorn of Siam Is an 
autocrat, but he Is a man of learning 
who has profited by European educa- 
tion. 
He is one of the most enlight- 
ened Asiatic rulers, speaks and writes 
both English and French, and has as 
his adviser Prof. Henry Strobel, who 
left the chair of international law at 
Harvard University two years ago to 
take the post 
The king is said to

"I had long been trying to devisQ 
some way of lessening my wife's 
work. At last I have it. and I have 
written to President Roosevelt to 
ask him what he thinks of i t My 
wife and I believe it will cut down 
her work by half or two-thirds." 


The boys are to do all their own 
housework, 
such as making

frey says in this way they will ac- 
quire a simse of responsibility and 
self-reliance. 


Victims of Opium, 


Dr. Jeanselme. one of the profp»- 
sors at the Paris Faculty of Medi- 
cine, states that the opium habit Is 
much more common among 
French 
navy officers Uian is generally sup- 
posed, and he thinks it quite pos- 
sible that the prevalence of this 
curse may explain the numerous dis- 
asters which have 
overtaken the 
French navy of late. 
Dr. Jfeanselme 
sets the number of opium smokers 
in the colonial infantry regiments at 
15 per cent in the foreign legion at 
20 per cent and among Europeans in 
native regiments at 25 per cent He 
says that opulm dens abound at Tou- 
lon, Brest Lorlent Rochefort Cher- 
bourg and Paris.

HERE is no more righteous arraignment of the church of our tttM 
than its indifference to the social conditions ot the classes mad* 
up of less favored men and women down in th? gutter. 


The trend of our generation to mechanical devices and th« 


elimination of the personality of the workman, however clever and 
valuable in its material results, is a trend to be afraid of. TLe 
modern tendency to institutionalism is destroying the habit and 


instinct of personal service. It is only by personal service that we can lift the 
mpn in the gutter. 
The church should take active steps to cure the physical and mental as 


well as the religious ills of the people. Its neglect of thi^s vital work cannot be 
remedied too soon. It has negiected its most important functions. 
\s a further and sre-.it cause of social unrest there comes that monstrous 


profusion and extravagance of expenditure which 1 am at times inclined to 
consider the worst note of our American civilization. As I grow older, i <-m 
more and more profoundly convinced that the impatience of the masses, comes 
more from the a*;use of wealth than from any other cause. 
Many of us wno 


claim to be Christ's disciples are guilty in this particular. \Ve fail to se^ the 
pace for the community in which we live by our own habits. 
The presence of luxury in the midst of tenement life has become to the 
average worker a source of irritation. He sees wealth open lavishly around 
him, 
while he struggles in misery. Is it any wonder he becomes wrought up 


at what he considers the great injustice of society? 
The conditions of modern life are making the a\erage workman a bonas- 


rnan to machinery. When YOU have reduced a man to a mere machine it is 
impossible for him to sustain life except by artificial methods more destructive 
even than the industries in which he is employed.

Shattered 
Many 
Times—Advice 
About Escaping a Stroke. 


Afraid of lightning? If you are—re- 
gardless of whether you will confess 
to the fear—go on to the next column 
•without delay; otherwise, W'hen the 
next thunderstorm comes your way— 
and of course you have noticed how 
much more frequently thunderstorms 
come your way than the way of him or 
her who is indifferent to them—the 
very next time the sky turns black, 
tind then a ghastly greenish blue, and 
the cloud curtain is rent by zigzag 
ashes and the earth trembles with 
the crash, why then you will recall 
what Is printed here and your fear 
will be magnified. 


An English writer in the London 
^ 
Chronicle declared recently after care- 
ful investigation that the loss of life 
caused by lightning is much greater 
than 
is 
commonly 
supposed. 
He 
states: 


In this country we have no means 
of ascertaining precisely what Is the 
amount of mischief done by lightning. 
In France and Germany statistics on 
the subject are systematically tabu- 
lated by the Government every year. 
If complete statistics were accessible 
there can be little doubt they would 
• 
show-that the annual loss of life and 
property is far greater than is com- 
monly supposed. 
In one respect the 
damage is often greater than it need 
bo, event apart from any consideration 
of lightning conductors. 


During five or six days in the sum- 
mer of 1SS4 it was estimated by a 
competent 
authority 
that 
besides 
other mischief not less than GOO an- 
imals of one sort or another in Eng- 
land were killed by lightning, most of 
them being sheep and cattle in the 
field. 


This summer has been especially 
disastrous. In various parts of tho 
country thunderstorms have been fre- 
<iuent, and scarcely a week has passed 
of late in which the newspapers have 
• 
rot recorded the destruction of sheep 
and cattle. 


But besides the killing of sheep and 
cattle there have been several disas- 
ters fatal to human life, to say noth- 
ing of a great deal of mischief to prop- 
•erty of various kinds. 
Here again the 
mischief is often quite easily avoid- 
'uble. It is, of course, very well known 
that a good lightning conductor prop- 
erly -fixed is an absolutely 
reliable 
safeguard against all injury; but a 
fact which is not so well known is 
that an eflicient lightning conductor 
might often be set up at the cost of 
a few shillings, by taking advantage 
of the conducting power of trees. 


Everybody should be aware by this 
time that trees are a source of peril 
in times of thunderstorm, though from 
accidents which every now and again 
occur it would seem that there is still 
a great amount of ignorance on the 
subject. Only a few days ago a light- 
•ning fiash struck a popular tree near 
"Winchester and killed a man who had 
taken shelter at the foot of it, no 
doubt in ignorance of his danger. Such 
fatalities are exceedingly common, and 
it has not infrequently occurred that 
cottages and other buildings have been 
struck by lightning in consequence of 
the vicinity of some tall trees. 


During -a thunderstorm a remark- 
able incident happened at a house near 
Deal, the lightning imprinting a per- 
fect photograph of a flower vase on a 
mirror before which it stood.

mer. 
In Atlanta, Ga., recently light- 
ning struck the Presbyterian Hospital 
and also the operating room, interrupt- 
ing a surgical operation and badly 
shocking and frightening the physi- 
cians.

The patient, who was under the in- 
fluence of anaesthetics, was undisturb- 
ed W the shock. After calm had been 
restored the operation was resumed.

The old theory that lightning never 
strikes twice in the same place has 
been shattered before now, but this in- 
stance reported from Augusta, Qa., is 
unique in tl t the second bolt went far 
toward checking the damage done by

first. 
The first flash set fire to 
the cotton in the card rooms of the 
Augusta Cotton Factory. 
This was 
(uiiowed by another which turned on 


the automatic sprinkler system, qutclc» 
^ extinguishing the fire by flooding 
tfl parts of the building. 


As for advice on how to escape i>os- 
sible electrocution, why, to reprint the 
half of it would fill a page. 
"Don't 
sit in a draft of wind." and *'Don*t sit 
at an open window/ *and "Don't stand 
under a tree* 'and so on without end. 
Without doubt the simplest and best 
advice is '*Don't worry," or "Go to San 
Francisco or some other place where 
lightning storms are practically un- 
known." These two cover the field if 
you 
cannot 
help 
worrying, 
go 
to 
Frisco; If you cannot go to Frisco, do 
not worry. 
To hark back to the Eng- 
lish writer, he states—seriously—that 
it has been suggested that the author- 
ities equip certain trees throughout 
the t*ural districts with lightning rods, 
thus affording a haven for man and 
beast during summer storms. 
But 
how would men, and more particular- 
ly horses and cows, know the "safe" 
trees from the unsafe?—Chicago Even- 
ing Post.

One thing I do know, 
he is the boy that you hurry to pay 
back when success perches on your 
banner once more, and nothing would 
make you happier than to hear that 
he was in a bad hole— just so that 
you could run in and offer him all you 
had. 


“.When the clerk who gets fifteen 
dollars a week and has no other in­ 
come lends you twenty-five dollars, he 
has all the millionaires beaten to a 
pulp— even if we read the next day 
that John Q. Goldfeller has given ten 
million dollars to provide educations 
for indigent Baptists.

Preventing Dusty Roads. 


Consul T. H. Norton, writing from 
Chemnitz, says that a Saxon firm has 
introduced a new road-binding com­ 
position called 
"Apokonln,” 
which 
has been tried on the macadamized 
streets with much success. 
It is a 
mixture of the heavier residual oils 
obtained in the distillation of 
coal 
tar with high boiling hydrocarbons. 
The method of mixing apparently in­ 
volves a certain degree of chemical 
combination, in 
which 
phenol 
and 
similar constituents play a role. The 
manufactured 
material 
is prepared 
for use by heating in iron caldrons, 
identical with those used for asphalt, 
to temperatures ranging from 212 de­ 
grees to 248 degrees F. 
It is then 
sprayed evenly over the surface of a 
roadway with a special form of ap­ 
paratus, and under such big pressure 
that the fluid mass penetrates to a 
certain distance into the upper layer 
of dust or dirt. 
The result is the 
formation of a compact lustrous black 
coating, which meets the demands of 
heavy traffic and is not disintegrated 
into dust particles. 
There is a total 
absence of odor after 
the 
applica­ 
tion. 


Military Training In Sohooie. 


Military tratoing for boys 
in 
our 
public schools sirould interest not only 
our foremost educators» but all who 
have the welfare of the Republic at 
heart. 
The standing army 
of 
the 
United States is so vastly dispropor­ 
tionate to its size, its population and 
its importance as a world power that 
the nation's chief reliance in time of 
war must ever be its volunteer 
sol­ 
diery. 
That the schoolboy of to-day 
is the volunteer of 
to-morrow 
was 
amply demonstrated during the war 
with Spain, when splendid 
service 
was rendered both as officers and in 
the ranks, by men who had received 
a knowledge of soldiering at some of 
the 
many 
educational 
institutions, 
public and 
private, 
which 
include 
military training in their curriculum. 


In these days military 
operations 
are conducted with such celerity that 
there is scarce time to whip an army 
of raw recruits into shape 
to with­ 
stand the trained and seasoned tmops 
of, say, an old world power.

much better fitted to uphold the hon­

King of Siam Well Educated. 


King Chulalonglcorn of Siam is an 
autocrat, but he is a man of learning 
who has profited by European educa­ 
tion. 
He is one of the most enlight­ 
ened Asiatic rulers, speaks and writes 
both English and French, and has as 
his adviser Prof. Henry Strobel, who 
left the chair of international law at 
Harvard University two years ago to 
take the post. 
The king is said to 
be the most up-to-date 
and 
liberal 
monarch in Asia. His second son has 
studied tactics in the German army 
and another son spent 
considerable 
time with the Russians.

Dr. (Teanselme 
sets the number of opium smokers 
in the colonial infantry regiments at 
15 per cent, in the foreign legion at 
20 per cent and among Europeans in 
native regiments at 25 per cent. He 
says that opuim dens abound at Tou­ 
lon, Brest, Lorlent, Rochefort, Cher­ 
bourg and Paris.

In estimating the economic status 
of the crow, it must be acknowledg­ 
ed that he does some damage; but* 
on the other hand, he should receive 
much credit for the insects he

LIGHTNING FREAK? 
I * 


L08S OF LIFE DUE TO M— 
PECULIAR VAGARIES. 


The Old Theory That it Never Strikes 
Twice in the Same Place Has Been 
■ Shattered 
Many 
Times—Advice 
About Escaping a Stroke. 


Afraid of lightning? If you are—re­ 
gardless of whether you will confess 
to the fear—go on to the next column 
without delay; otherwise, when the 
next thunderstorm comes your way— 
and of course you have noticed how 
much more frequently thunderstorms 
come your way than the way of him or 
her who is indifferent to them—the 
very next time the sky turns black, 
and then a ghastly greenish blue, and 
the cloud curtain is rent by zigzag 
ashes and the earth trembles with 
the crash, why then you will recall 
what Is printed here and your fear 
will be magnified. 


An English writer in the London 
Chronicle declared recently after care­ 
ful investigation that the loss of life 
caused by lightning is much greater 
than 
is 
commonly 
supposed. 
He 
states: 


In this country we have no means 
of ascertaining precisely what is the 
amount of mischief done by lightning. 
In France and Germany statistics on 
the subject are systematically tabu­ 
lated by the Government every year. 
If complete statistics were accessible 
there can be little doubt they would 
show* that the annual loss of life and 
property is far greater than is com­ 
monly supposed. 
In one respect the 
damage is often greater than it need 
bo, even* apart from any consideration 
of lightning conductors. 


During five or six days in the sum­ 
mer of 1SS4 it was estimated by a 
competent 
authority 
that 
besides 
other mischief not less than GOO an­ 
imals of one sort or another in Eng­ 
land were killed by lightning, most of 
them being sheep and cattle in the 
field. 


This summer has been especially 
disastrous. In various parts of the 
country thunderstorms have been fre­ 
quent, and scarccly a week has passed 
of late in which the newspapers have 
rot recorded the destruction of sheep 
and cattle. 


But besides the killing of sheep and 
cattle there have been several disas­ 
ters fatal to human life, to say noth­ 
ing of a great deal of mischief to prop­ 
erty of various kinds. Here again the 
mischief is often quite easily avoid­ 
able. It is, of course, very well known 
that a good lightning conductor prop­ 
erly -fixed is an absolutely reliable 
safeguard against all injury; but a 
fact which is not so well known is 
that an efficient lightning conductor 
might often be set up at the cost of 
a few shillings, by taking advantage 
of the conducting power of trees. 


Everybody should be aware by this 
time that trees are a source of peril 
in times of thunderstorm, though from 
accidents which every now and again 
occur it would seem that there is still 
a great amount of ignorance on the 
subject. Only a few days ago a light­ 
ning flash struck a popular tree near 
Winchester and killed a man who had 
taken shelter at the foot of it, no 
doubt in ignorance of his danger. Such 
fatalities are exceedingly common, and 
it has not infrequently occurred that 
cottages and other buildings have been 
struck by lightning in consequence of 
the vicinity of some tall trees. 


During *a thunderstorm a remark­ 
able incident happened at a house near 
Deal, the lightning imprinting a per­ 
fect photograph of a flower vase on a 
mirror before which it stood. 


Coming back to this country, some 
unusual stories of freak lightning 
strokes have been reported this sum­ 
mer. 
In Atlanta, Ga., recently light­ 
ning struck the Presbyterian Hospital 
and also the operating room, interrupt­ 
ing a surgical operation and badly 
shocking and frightening the physi­ 
cians. 


No one was injured, but all the pa­ 
tients and the attaches of the hospital 
were shocked and frightened. 


The lightning struck the corner of 
the building on the fourth floor, the 
room of Dr, Eskridge, the house sur­ 
geon, The same flash also struck an 
electric wire in the operating room 
while Drs. Barnett and Eskridge were 
performing an operation on a patient. 
There was a tremendous crash, a 
blinding flash and both doctors were 
hurled backward, the surgical instru­ 
ments being knocked violently from 
their hands. 
^ 


The patient, who was under the in­ 
fluence of anaesthetics, was undisturb­ 
ed 1w the shock. After calm had been 
restored the operation was resumed. 


Lightning near Barnard, Kan., show­ 
ed a clear case of discrimination not 
long ago. 
It first shattered an oak 
post,, then skipped one of hedge, took 
the next two, which were of oak, skip­ 
ped another hedge post, shattered the 
next two of oak, skipped the next one 
of hedge, splintered the next one of 
oak and the next one being a corner 
post* and 
of 
hedge 
the lightning 
grounded there. The oak posts were 
all shattered to pieces, splinters fly­ 
ing in all directions, while the hedge 
posts were not eyen marked. 
The 
fence wire was melted in several 
places. 


The old theory that lightning never 
strikes twice in the same place has 
been shattered before now, but this in­ 
stance reported from Augusta, Ga., is 
unique in tl • the second bolt went far 
toward checking the damage done by 
the first. 
The first flash set fire to 
the cotton in the card rooms of the 
Augusta Cotton Factory. 
This was 
followed by another which turned on 


the automatic sprinkler system, quick* 
extinguishing the fire by flooding 
All parts of the building. 


As for advice on how to escape pos­ 
sible electrocution, why, to reprint the 
half of it would fill n page. 
‘‘Don't 
sit in a draft of wind,1* and “Don't sit 
at an open window/ ’and "Don’t stand 
under a tree* ’and so on without end* 
Without doubt the simplest and best 
advice is '‘Don't worry,’1 or "Go to San 
Francisco or some other place where 
lightning storms are practically un­ 
known.” These two cover the field if 
you cannot help worrying, go to 
Frisco; if you cannot go to Frisoo, do 
not worry. To hark back to the Eng 
lish writer, he states—seriously—that 
it has been suggested that the author­ 
ities equip certain trees throughout 
the frural districts with lightning rods, 
thus affording a haven for man and 
beast during summer storms. 
But 
how would men, aud more particular­ 
ly horses and cows, know the “safe” 
trees from the unsafe?—Chicago Even­ 
ing Post.

HERE is no more righteous arraignment of the church of our t\m* 
than its indifference to the social conditions of the classes made 
up of less favored men and women down in tho gutter. 


The trend of our generation to mechanical devices and the 
elimination of the personality of the workman, however clever and 
valuable in its material results, is a trend to be afraid of. Tho 
modern tendency to institutionalism is destroying tho habit and 
instinct of personal service. It is only by personal service that we can lift the 
man in the gutter. 
The church should take active steps to cure the physical and mental as 
well as the religious ills of the ppople. Its neglect of this vital work cannot bo 
remedied too soon» 
It has neglected its most important functions. 


As a further and great cause of social unrest there comes that monstrous 
profusion and extravagance of expenditure which I am at times inclined to 
consider the worst note of our American civilization. As I grow older, I am 
more and more profoundly convinced that the impatience of the m a sse s* comes 
more from the a?uise of wealth thau from any other cause. 
Many of us who 
claim to be Christ's disciples are guilty in this particular. We fail to set the 
pace for the community in which we live by our own habits. 


The presence of luxury in the midst of tenement life has becomo to the 
average worker a source of irritation. 
He sees wealth open lavishly around 
him, while he struggles in misery. Is it any wonder he becomes wrought up 
at what he considers the great injustice of society? 


The conditions of modern life are making the average workman a bonds­ 
man to machinery. When vou have reduced a man to a mere machine it is 
impossible for him to sustain life except by artificial methods more destructivo 
even than the industries in which he is employed.

'’OMMON form of insect language is stridulation. The insect music 
with which we are most familiar is thus caused.

These, rubbed rapidly against the 
wing-covers, as one might rub a file against a goose-quill, cause the grasshop­ 
per’s rather cheerful chirrup.

as a Social Centre

ch u setts Agricultural College. 


H E sc h o o l must offer vocatio nal training. This does not mean that 
every school shall be a trade school. It does not even mean that 
the school shall aim specifically to teach trades. 
It does mean, 
however, that we will come to realize that the schools in prepay 
ing the pupils for complete living must bear in mind the fact that 
vocation is a large part of life. Consequently vocational training 
in its broadest possible aspects must be one of the largest xBases 
of school activity. 
This may not mean the introduction of elementary ?gri* 
-culture into all the rural schools, but it will mean the utilization of agricultural 
material in the training of the pupil, so that if he enters the agriculural voca­ 
tion he will be adequately prepared for it. The school also must develop the 
spirit of social or community service 
I know of nothing better in this line 
than the plan used in Maine of organizing school improvement leagues. 
It is 
desirable also for the school to become a social centre, or at least one of the 
social centres, of the neighborhood. The school ought to play a large part in 
the life of the mature people of the community, and it may well act as a sort oi 
rallying centre for the educational interest of adults as well as children. The 
school must definitely co-operate with other institutions of the community, 
such as the church, the grange, improvement societies, library, etc. 
In this 
connection there should be frequent joint meetings of teachers and school pat­ 
rons for the discussion both of school topics and of subiects of general com­ 
munity interest.
